7 Near-freezing temperatures at 
night. and a chilling rain made 
hastily-dug slit trenches a far cry 
from the comfortable living quarters 
the men had known for the last three 
months.

Tax Injustice 
OTTAWA,.—W. S. Fisher of the In- 


come Tax Appeal Board, 
ment made public, urged Parliament 


to consider at its next session as ap- |. 


parent injustice against parents of 
children born in December, the last 
month of the taxation year. 

Mr. Fisher said he had “every 
sympathy” for W. G. McMurray of 
Toronto, who appealed ‘his 1950 in- 
come tax assessment. But the judge 
said that because of the present 
wording of the Income Tax Act he 
could do nothing else but dismiss 
the appeal. 

Mr. McMurray claimed a $400 ex- 
emption for a daughter born Dec. 25, 
1950. The income tax department 
cut the deduction fo $150 on the 
ground that the child was “eligible” 
for family allowance payment. 

The appellant’s complaint — and 
Judge Fisher agreed—was that while 
a child born and registered in Decem- 
ber is “eligible” for family allow- 
ances that month, under the Family 
Allowance Act the actual payment is 
not made until the following month. 


Also, family allowances are paid 
only until the age of 16, so that. pa- 
rents of December-born children are 
allowed a deduction of only $150 a 
year for 17 years. Parents of chil- 
dren born in any month get a $150 
a year deduction for 16 years and 
a $400 deduction in the 17th year 
when the child goes off the family 
allowance rolls,

THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
By H. G. 'L. Strange 
Combining Unripe Crops. 


Ideal harvesting weather pre- 
vailed for a time in August with 
the harvesting of this present splen- 
did crop. Unfortunately, towards 
the end of August, rains occurred 
and hace been falling intermittent- 
ly in most areas ever since.. Far- 
mers, fearful of ‘a recurrence of 
last year, when snow stopped all 
harvesting until the - following 
spring, have been, it seems, over- 
anxious to cut their. grain. The 
consequence .is that much- grain 
has been combined slightly. on the 
green side ‘and although dry was 
not fully mature. After awhile this 
immature grain, it is found, starts 
to heat, both in elevator biris. and 
in farmers’ granaries on the farm. 
The condition will get worse with 
such binned grain as ‘time: goes on. 
It is ‘important, therefore, that 
grain shall not be combined until 
it is dead ripe. Crops apparently 
cannot be cut with the combine on 
the green side as they used to be 
with the binder without risk of 


subsequent heating. To cut with 


the combine before the ‘grain is 


‘dead ripe, then, is to invite trouble 
and serious loss to farmers. The 


situation ‘is even worse when grain 
is cut'on the green. side. et ‘when 
it is tough.
